SNUBBED BY SALISBURY. 


THE PREMIER IGNORES AN IMPORTANT DE- 
MAND OF ENGLISH TRADESMEN, 


Refusal to Officially Ceuntenance the Paris 
Exhibition — Taxing the Incomes of 
Wealthy Foreigners—Irish Nationalists to 
Hold Meetings Against the Bishops’ Pro- 
tests—Fresh Inflammation of Emperor 
Frederick’s Wound—Terrible Gas Explo- 
sion Near Montreal—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, May 26.—The Salisbury Government 
appear determined to give hostages to their 
enemies. In spite of the almost unanimous 
protests of the trading classes they persist in 
refusing to countenance officially the Paris 
Exhibition of next year. At a meeting held 
recently in Birmingham a resolution was car- 
ried praying that the Government appoint a 
royal commission in the interest of British 
exhibitors to the exhibition. The resolution 
was forwarded to Salisbury, who in reply says 
that the exhibition being fixed to synchronize 
with the centenary of the French revolution, it 
does not appear to Her Majesty’s Government 
appropriate to join in celebrating the political 
events of a foreign country where differences 
exist regarding them. The letter is much 
criticised. The effect will certainly be to stir 
up the ill feeling of France toward England. 
As the Daily News says to-day, one fact which 
England has to take into account is that 
France is arepublic andarepnblic comes of 
revolution. The Philadelphia Exhibition of 
1876 was in commemoration of the American 
revolution and revolt against the British 
crown, yet the British Government did not 
sulk or refuse to recognize and take part in it. 
Salisbury’s letter will have little practical ef- 
fect over the gity of London which so strongly 
supports his Government, but is determined 
to take no heed of his injunction, and has al- 
ready dispatched the Lord Mayor to Paris to 
look after the interests of intending English 
exhibitors. 

THE AUSTRALIAN CRICKETERS. 

The Australian cricketers at present in En- 
gland met their first reverse yesterday at the 
hands of the Lancashire County eleven. After 
five successive victories they were thought 
almost invulnerable. Their successes were 
due chiefly to the skill of two extraordinary 
strong bowlers, Turner and Ferris. In the six 
matches already played these two men, be- 
tween them, have taken more than one hun- 
dred English wickets out of 120. 

TAXING FOREIGN INCOMES. 

A correspondentofthe Times to-day writes 
to protest against the proposal to tax the in- 
eomes of wealthy foreigners who sojourn in 
England for pleasure, and declares it is con- 
trary to the interests of English traders. It is 
evident that, aa the correspondent says, 
millionaires like the Vanderbilts will think 
twice before subjecting incomes, already ex- 
orbitantly taxed at New York, to an additional 
tax in England. 

FAST TRAINS. 

Onand afterJuly 1, it will be possible to 
journey from Londonto Edinburgh in eight 
and a half hours. The new train on the Great 
Northern Railway is believed to be the fastest 
train in the world. It is put on in consequence 
of the competition of the London & Northwest- 
ern Railway, which intends to accelerate the 
Scotch express from London, and do the 
journey to Edinburgh or Glasgow in nine 
hours. 

DEATH OF BIRBECK. 

The death is announced of William Lloyd 
Birbeck, Master of the Downing College, 
Cambridge, the well-known pioneer of cheap 
education and founder of the Mechanics’ In- 
stitutes. 

MAX O’RELL ON AMERICA. 

Max O’Rell, in an interview with a reporter, 
has expressed himself delighted with his visit 
to America, and strongly opposed to Matthew 
Arnold’s views. He declares America a land 
of sweetness and light, and says that in 
the higher classes of society there is more 
culture and amiability than in any other 
country in the world.

TERRIBLE GAS EXPLOSION. 

MONTREAL, May 26.—The new gasometer at 
the gas- works at Hochelaga exploded between 
g and 8:30this morning. It is supposed that 
from twelve to twenty men were in the bulild- 
ing at the time. Five bodies have been taken 
out; the remainder are buried in the ruins. 

THE LOSS OF LIFE. 

The explosion at the Montreal Gas Co’s. res- 
ervoir at Hochelaga, which took place this 
morning, has been attended with considera- 
ble loss of life. Up to 10:30 o’clock seven dead 
bodies have been taken from the ruins. Most 
of the bodies taken out were only slightly 
bruised, and it is supposed death was 
caused from suffocation. One poor fellow 
had his chest completely crushed in. It is 
stated that the building was undergoing 
repairs. The men who were painting the roof 
were blown fifty feet in the air, but escaped 
serious injury. It is supposed that as many 
as thirty were more or less injured. The

A TOTAL WRECK, 

and nothing but the iron pillarg remain stand- 
ing. Bricks were blown fifty to 100 feet on 
all sides. Some sheds and outbuildings of the 
Montreal Street Railway, which are in close 
proximity to the retort, were somewhat 
damaged, but with this exception the bulld- 
ings in the immediate vicinity have not 
suffered excepting through the breaking 
of windows. A large gang of men are hard at 
work excavating for the body of a man who, 
it is supposed, was in the interior of the bulld - 
ing when the explosion took place. It is said 
that the explosion was caused by leaking gas 
becoming ignited by a lantern which one of 
the men foolishly carried into the building.

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HOW IT WAS DONE. 


Special Officer Meehan Tells How He Shot 
Arthur Balley. 


Special Officer Meehan of the Third District 
claims that he shot the negro, Arthur Bailey, 
yesterday afternoon accidentally. He says 
he was told by a colored boy that two 


men were fighting in the alley in the rear of 
Seventeenth street and Frankling avenue. He 
found Bailey, whom he calis a well-known 
theif and desperate character, fighting with Joe 
Adams, also colored. Bailey had an open 
knife in his hand and with the other 
hand struck Adams over the head 
with an iron bucket, knocking him 
down. When Meehan approached and drew 
his revolver Bailey started to run. The 
officer says he followed him, stumbled and 
tell and his revolver was discharged, the ball 
taking effect in the fleshy part of 
Balley's left leg between the ankle and knee. 
Meehan says he did not know the ball had 
struck the negro. Officers Egan and Hicks 
afterwards arrested Bailey and Adams fighting 
at No. 1620 Morgan street. Bailey had a club 
and Adams a knife. 

The story of the negro having an open 
knife in one hand and hitting Adams 
with an iron bucket which he held in 
the other hand sounds a little improbable to 
say the least. There has been considerable 
unwarranted shooting done for several 
moaths by the police, and this is 
the second time Meehan has been mixed 
up withthe unnecessary shooting of a man.

THE PRESBYTERIANS, 


A LONG STEP MADE IN THE DIRECTION-OF 
ORGANIC UNION. 


An Important Report Adopted by the Pres- 
byterian General Assembly at Philadel- 
phia—The Temperance Question — The 
Methodist Conference—-A Number of 
Elections, 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 26.—The question: 
ot reunion of the two great bodies of the 
Presbyterion Church, which was the occasion 
of such an exciting episode in yesterday after- 
noon’s session of the Genera! Assembly, again 
came up unexpectedly this morning, and, in 
the twinkling of an eye, almost, it passed out 
of the range of controversy and debate as far 
as this assembly is concerned and a long step 
was made in the direction of organic union. 


The result was received with a perfect 
whirlwind of 8 and congratula- 
tion among the commissioners and 
Spectators who crowded the _ galleries 
and who were apparentiy taken completely 
by surprise by the suddenness of the turn} in 
the proceedings. The second order of the 
morning—the report of the standing Commit- 
tee on Temperance,-had just been reached 
and Rev. W. O. Campbell, D.D., had mounted 
the platform to tpeak to its adoption, when 
Rev. Dr. Smith of Baltimore, the venerable 
ex-Moderator of the Assembly, stepped for- 
ward and announced that the Special Com- 
mittee of Conference, to which had been re- 
ferred yesterday ali matters relating to treat- 
ing with the Southern Assembly, was ready to 
report. Rev. William C. Young, D. D., read 
the report. Substantially it was as follows: 

That this General Assembly commend the 
fidelity and efficiency of the committee appointed 
last year to confer with a committee from the South- 
ern Assembly, as expressed in the report yesterday 
submitted, and that while it would be premature and 
improper to accept that report as a definite form of 
union, this Assembly declares its hearty approval of 
all in the committee’s report touch- 

various uestions submitted to 
the committee of the Southern Assembly. 
Furthermore, the General Assembly expressed the 
hope that the fraternizing spirit that had been mant- 
fested in these centennial days met prove the be- 
ginning of an era of more cordial fellowship and co- 
operation between the two Assemblies of the Presby- 
terian Church. It was recommended that the Com- 
mittee of Conference appointed last year be contin- 
ued with the addition of five members to confer with 
any similar committee that might be appointed by 
the Southern Assembly respecting co-operation of 
the two branches of the Church. 

The report concluded by declaring that this 
co-operation in its fullest sense could be ac- 
complished only by an organic union and ex- 
pressed the fullest confidence in the brethren 
of the Southern 1 The report rec- 
ommended the addition of the following mem- 
bers to the Committee of Conference: Rev. 
Henry Darling, D. D., of Clinton, N. Y.; Rev. 
Charles 8. Pomeroy, D. D., of Cleveland, O.; 
Rey. Samuel C. Young, D. D., of Louisville, 
Ky.; Hon. 8. M. Breckenridge of St. Louis; 
Hon. Henry M. Knox of Minneapolis, Minn. 

Dr. Young had scarcely finished reading the 
report when a score of voices moved its 
adoption, and there was visible excitement 
among the commissioners and auditors. 
Single member was seen struggling for 
recognition in the — ot the hall, but he was 
unable to make himself heard, and a mighty 
volume of ‘‘ayes’’ answered the Moderator’s 
question. That settled it, and the stated 
clerk, Rev. Wm. H. Roberts, D. D., im- 
mediately telegraphed the action to the 
Southern General Assembly at Baltimore, As 
soon as the excitement had subsided the 
regular order was quietly resumed. 

THE SEMINARIES. 

Atthe opening of the morning hour Rev. 
Dr. Howard Crosby presented the report 
of the Standing ommittee on Theologi- 
cal Seminaries, showing great 14 5 of 
these institutions. There are eight theological 
seminaries under the control of the General 
Assembly, with a roll of 608 students. Prince- 
ton, Auburn and Danville show an excess of 
income over expenditures, while a slight 
balance appears on the other side of the ac- 
counts of Union, Western, McCormick and 
Lane. The San Francisco Seminary did not 
send in its returns to the committee. The re- 

ort urged the utmost care on the part of pro- 
essors in the seminaries in combating the 
growth of infidelity that is being isidiously 
propogated from learned sources. 

The report of the Standing Committee on 
Temperance was presented. The report 
recommended that the church people by no 
means sanction the traffic in liquor or indorse 
the bonds of dealers or renting buildings to 
them, and included resolutions disclaiming 

olitical motives, but declaring in 

avor of the entire suppression of 

the traffic in intoxicating liquors as a bever- 

age. They recommend to the sessions 

that church membership be denied to 

dealers. Dr. Campbell spoke 

of the adoption of the 

report and its accompanying resolutions. Dr. 

Howard Crosby opposed the — ot the 

report denying church membership to liquor 
sellers and hoped it would be stricken out. 

The sentiment of the Assembly was appa- 
rently so strongly in favor of the resolutions 
that the debate was not prolonged and they 
went through with only a few dissenting 
voices. The Assembly then adjourned until 
Monday.

THE M. E. CONFERENCE, 


A Number of Elections Held This Morning— 
To-Day’s Proceedings. 


New YorK, May 26.—The result of yester- 
day’s ballot for missionary secretaries was 
announced to the members of the Methodis 
General Conference this morning by Bishop 
Warren, who presided. Only one of the three 
needed was chosen. This was Chaplain C. C. 
McCabe, who received 355 votes out of the 415 
cost. When tne result was announced the 
conference indulged in loud and contin- 
uous applause. The result of the ballot was as 
follows: 

C. C. McCabe, 355; John W. Hamilton, 149; J. 
O. Peck, 129; J. M. Reid, 115; A. B. Leonard, 


107, and T. B. Needley, 105. Votes necessary 


to a choice, 208. 


The interest in the conference work seems to 
have gone out with the election of bishops, as 
but few persons were present. On motion of 
Dr. Flood, another ballot was taken for mis- 
sionary secretaries, which was followed by 
nominations for corresponding secretary of 
the Church Extension Society—an office worth 

. Dr. A. J. Kynett was elected without 
opposition. Dr. Kynett has held the offie for 
twenty-one years. 

On the second ballot for missionary secreta- 
ry, 895 votes were cast, of which number J. 0. 
Peck got 174, J. O. Hamilton 138 and A. B. 
Leonard, 186. As 198 votes were necessary 
there was no election. 

The third ballot for Missionary Secretaries 
resulted in the election of J. O. Peck and A. 
B. Leonard. 

J. L. Huribut was elected Secretary of the 
Sunday-School Union and Tract Society. 

Dr. Mendenhall was elected editor of the 
Methodist Review. Nominations for editor of 
the Christian Advocate were then in order. The 
names presented were: J. M. Buckley, the 

resent editor, and Miss Frances E. Willard, 

resident of the W. C U., and one of the 
rejected women delegates. J. M. Buckley 
was elected editor of the Christian Advocate. 
The vote cast was Dr, Buckley received 
284; Miss Willard got 105 votes. J. H. Baylis 
was re-elected editor of the Western Christian 
Advocate. Arthur Edwards was re-elected 
editor of the Northwestern Christian Advocate. 

J. M. Phillips, agent of the New York Meth- 
odist Concern, and Earl Cranston of the 
Western Book Concern were unanimously 
elected Treasurers of the Missionary 
Society. Thetime was then extended, after 
some opposition, to permit a coloredsdelegate, 
the Rev. Mr. Hayes, to present his reasons 
for advocating the election of two secre- 
taries forthe Freedmen’s Aid Society. Just 
how many secretaries should be appointed 
was a very pertinent question, as no election 
could be ordered until this question was set- 
tled. The committee having the matter in 
charge 7 a majority report favoring 
two, and a minority report recommended the 
appointment ot but one. After Mr. Hayes had 
spoken the conference adjourned.

REAL ESTATE. 


People Complain. 


The Board of Public Improvements is now 
serving notices on the owners of Olive street 
property, between Thirteenth and Twenty- 
eighth streets, advising them to proceed soon 
as possible with relaying their sidewalks with 
stone flagging or granetoid as pro- 
vided by ordinance. The time for 
making these improvements is limited 


to October 1, by which date it is anticipated 
that the second section ef Olive street paving, 
between Nineteenth and Twenty-eighth, will 
have been completed in time for the fall fes- 
tivities, when the street will present a splen- 
did appearance with stone walks on each side. 

With the exceptien of two or three breaks 
where property owners have been granted an 
additional lease of time on account of build- 
ing, the paving of the first section, between 
Fourth and Thirteenth, is completed, and con 
tracts are already let for relaying those un- 
finished portions. 

There seems to be a désire on the part of 
owners along the second section to proceed 
with the improvement immediately, as a 
number of them have already been conferring 
together with aviewto securing a uniform 
pavement in each block, 

— concerted action in this matter it is 
anticipated that the work will not only be ac- 
complished much more rapidly, but the cost 
very materially reduced. 

In the event that the walks are not laid in 
the second section by the time specified it has 
been decreed that the work shall be done im- 
mediately thereafter by the city at the owners’ 
expense. From Twenty-eighth street to 
Grand avenue, however, the walks are not re- 
quired to be laid until some time next year. 

IMPROVING LACLEDE AVENUE. 

Laclede avenue property owners are making 
a determined effort to obtain the récognition 
for that street which the only thorougfare 
with a street car line running out to Forest 
Park demands. Recently some valuable private 
improvements have been started on the street, 
and a petition now in circulation is being 
very generally signed to induce the Board of 
Public Improvements to lay water and gas 
mains all the way to the park. There is no 
doubt on the part ot interested parties that 
these much-desired advantages will be secured 
this year, but what is wanted more than any- 
thing else at the present season is better 
street car accommodations. Complaints 
about the Laclede & Forest Park line are loud 
and continuous. Itis said the car service is 
so poor no one who knows anything about it 
will undertake a trip over the road to the 
park. Travel is heavy at ali times during the 
day. Cars are jammed to suffocation, a 
foothold on the rear platform rarely 
being possible. The consequence is that 
persons who would like to out that way 
to examine property dislike to undertake 
such an unpleasant journey, and the cry 
a up for more cars. In this connection 

t is said that the com pany has 
no lack horses since the 
Olive. street dle is in’ operation, and 
there seems tobe no sufficient reason why 
the growth of that section of thenew resi- 
dence territory between Grand avenue and 
the park should be retarded as itis, simp! 
for the want ofa sufficient number of cars an 
horses to accommodate the public demand.

A CASE OF CARELESSNESS. 


The Killing of Old John Bayersdoerfer on 
the Iron Mountain Road. 


An inquest was held to-day on the body of 
John Bayersdoerfer, the old man who was 
killed at the Carroll street crossing of the Iron 
Mountain Railroad Thursday. The testimony 


showed that the man had not stubbornly stood 
en the track as was firet represented, but that 
there had been a watchmah on duty at the 
crossing to warn him his life could have 
been saved. He was crossing the tracks 
with his umbrella raised to keep 
off the rain, and a car sent 
down a switch track struck and killed him. 
Edward Welsh, the watchman at the crossing, 
did not see Bayersdoerfer, he says, 
until the car struck the old man. Welsh was 
in his shanty keeping out of the rain. The ver- 
dict was railroad accident, but it also held 
that there wasno watchman on duty at the 
crossing when the accident occurred. The 
testimony will be submitted to the Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney.

They say their busi- 
ness was being undermined and gradually de- 
stroyed by increasing importations of duties 
on metal leaf. 


Mississippi River Imprevements. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., May 26.—Senator Pad- 
dock’s Committee on Mississippi River Im- 
provement to-day held its hearing on the 
proposed improvement of the outlet system. 


Capt. Thomas Leathers, for forty years a Mis- 
sissippi River steamboatman, was upon the 
witness stand during the session.

complaint in Judge Cady’s court against the 
Bell Telephone Co. of Missouri, charging them 
with violating ordinance No. 14,408, which 
provides that they shall supply telephones to 
subscribers at a rentalof$50ayear. The com- 
pany has heretofore charged $100 a 
year for the instruments, and have 
refused to comply with the or- 
dinance passed by the Municipal Assembly 
prohibiting them from charging over $50 a 
year. In this test case brought by the City 
Counselor to force them to comply with the 
ordinance the company is charged with re- 
fusing to furnish Louis C. Bohle of 1122 Chest- 
nut street with a telephone fora rental of $50 
a year. 

The facts concerning the refusal of the com- 
pany to rent Bohle a telephone are regarded 
by the City Counselor as presenting a fair case 


to test the question in which all telephone 


renters are directly interested. The ordin- 
ance on which the prosecution is based and 
which is really in question on its 
passed last March.

A CHILD POISONED 


By a Little Glass Plaything Her Father 
Found in the Street. 


A peculiar case of accidental poisoning was 
reported to the Coroner this morning. Mary 
Sykora, a girl 1 year and 9 months old, resid- 
ing at No. 2012 South Twelfth street, died from 
swallowing some liquid which was contained 
in a small glass sphere.

THE RAILROADS. 


The Coal Rate Meeting— A4 Rumored B. & 
O. Deal Denied. 


The meeting of the St. Lonis coal roads, 
which was called yesterday for the purpese of 
arriving at some understanding with regard to 
rates, was held te-day at the office of the Illinois 
& St. Louis Railway. Representatives of the 
I. & St. L., O. &. A., Wabash, O. & M., L. & 
N., Vandalia and Cairo Short Line were pres- 
ent. It will be remembered that the 


present situation, which is extremely unsatis- 
factory to most of the roads was caused by the 
refusal of the majority to accept a proposition 
Of the Vandalia to scale the rates in accord- 
ance with the distance of the mines and the 
consequent action ofthe Vandalia in cutting 
down the rate ec, result- 
ing in a reduction of the price. 
President M. M. MeKeen also attended the 
meeting with General Freight Agent Hibbard. 
The morning session was taken up with a warm 
discusaion of the question, which lasted 
until nearly 2 o’clock, when an adjournment 
was taken for lunch. 

The meeting re-convened at 3 o' clock, and 
the discussion was resumed. Finally, after 
wrangling an agreement was reached by 
which the rate on near-by coal was advanced 
to 45 cents a ton with the rates on other coal 
in proportion to the length ofthe haul. This 
will doubtless make an advance in the price 
of coal necessary, as the price was reduced in 
consequence ofthe reduction in rates. The 
question ef percentages was left to some fu- 
ture time.

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“BRADSTREET’S” REPORT. 


Review of the Week in Financ ial, Manufac 
turing, Commercial and Mercantile Circles. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Diapater. 
New York, May 26.—Special telegrams to 
Bradstreet’s do not indicate any marked change 
in the general trade movement as compared 
with a week ago. No pronounced activity is 
noted at the principal Eastern cities. There 
are, however, signs of an improved feeling at 
several Western cities, due mainly to better 
weather and more favorable crop prospects.

Louisville reports 
a cheerful feeling in ee trade. 
At Cincinnati eneral trade is reported 
pret ane amore buoyant feeling is noted as 
the result of the warmer weather at St. Louis. 
Cattle and hogs are in good movement at St. 
Louis and Kansas City, with prices generally 
steady. Sheep are lower at Kansas Ci 
and slow of sale. New Orleans reports a 
moderate movement which is yet up to the 
average at this period. Collections will aver- 
age fair. Reports as to cr prospects indi- 
cate more favorable condkions generally. 
Money is pete! reported in plentiful sup- 
ply. At Kansas City, Louisville and Oincin- 
nati ft is in fair to good demand. At the latter 
two cities New York exchange is at 8 
and 65 premium; at Kansas Ci astern Ex- 
change is in light supply. Ban — = at 
thirty-nine cities this week, as wired to Brad- 
street, aggregate $889,289,729, a decrease of 49 
per cent against last week, and of 7 per cent 
as compared with the same week of 1887. 
Earnings per mile of seventy-four railroads 
for April have a decrease of 8 per cent below 
April, 1887, but are 5 per cent and 4 per cent in 
excess of the . earnings of April, 1886 
aud 1885, respectively. 

The New York stock market was dull and de- 
pressed one the week, but showed 
strength on Friday on the anticipation ofa 
successful placing ofthe new Read fours. 
Bonds are strong for good issues. vern- 
ments are firm atan advance overthe Treas- 
ury prices. Money in New York is very easy. 
Call loans 1@2 per cent. Foreign exchange is 
high and steady at the gold 2 —.— 
$4,500,000 gold was shipped to Europe during 
the week. 

The iron market has been very dull. 
Transactions are only on a small 
scale, and for current wants. Most 
of the Southern furnaces are sold ahead, 
and makers are not at present anxious for fall 
contracts. Pennsylvania makers are awaiting 
the action of the Reading and Pennsylvania 
companies in reference to freight rates. Steel 
rail sales are insignificant. Trading in copper 
has shown more annimation during the week 
than for some time past. Prices have changed 
but little. 

Wheat has been excited, with upwards of 
50,000,000 bushels in speculative transactions, 
and less than 980, bushels in cash 
wheat. It has been up and down 
several times during the week. It was $1@1.01 
for No.2red winter wheata week ago, and 
closed at 9742.@97%c, delivered. The export de- 
mand is almost entirely checked for cash 
wheat. Corn has declined from 6842@69c for 
No. 2 mixed, delivered, to 68%@66%4c, deliv- 
ered. No. 2 mixed oats a week ago were 
394@40c, and closed at 884@39c in elevator, 
or 1 cent decline inthe week. Flour on — 
grades is about loc cheaper in the week, while 
all low grades are very strong. Sales for the 
day were 14,200 barrels, and for the week 
nearly 89,000 barrels. The exports from At- 
lantic and Pacific ports for the week 
ended May 25, were equal to 1,473,675 
bushels wheat, and 770,93 bushels corn 
against 1,695,568 bushels wheat, an 
404,971 bushels corn. Private cables of 
the preceding week received here to-day state 
that France is expected to have an average 
wheat crop; Russia has good prospects ofa 
good crop, and other Continental countries’ 
prospects are favorable, though about ten 
days late. Private dispatches from San Fran- 
cisco state that California is expected to have 
an output of wheat as large as that of 1887. 
Canal freigbts close in corn from Chicago 
to Néw York, via lake and canal, at 4%c per 
bushel, or $1.65 perton of 2,000 pounds, for 
transportation 1,500 miles. 

Raw sugar is more active at New York, with 
vaiues firmly held. Refined goods receive 
more attention; a fractional advance on the 
higher grades is reported, European sugar 
markets reported irregular and depression 
prevailing in the early part of the week, tend- 
ing to greater firmness toward the close. 

Further reported revisions of Brazilian crop 
estimates and generally active primary and 
European markets induced an advance on the 
week of 1½ of fair Rio coffee. Speculation at 
New York was of a considerabie volume. The 
8 trade reported a free demand. 

The dry goods markets in the East are quiet. 
Cotton goods prices are firmly held. Late 
price revisions of. bleached goods indicate 
added strength in this branch of the market. 
All wool markets lack buoyancy. A hand-to- 
mouth demand only exists. No purchases for 
future consumption are reported. 

The reports to Bradstreet’s of business fail- 
ures number 139 in the United States, against 
180 last week and 107 this week last year. 
Canada has 22 this week against 24 last week. 
The total of faiiures in the United States from 
January lto date is 4,888, against 4,404 in 1887.

BUFFALO BUSINESS MEN. 


Aa Offer of $100,000 for a Device to Utilize 
the Power of Niagara River—President 
Stafford Overwhelmed With Offers From. 
Inventors and Cranks. 


Bv Telegraph to the Post-D1IsPATCH. 

NEW Tonk. May 26.—A $100,000 prize-harness 
that is what Mr. James Bluett Stafford of 
Buffalo is looking for, and his Pegasus is to be 
the swiftest flowing navigable river in the 
‘world—the Niagara. To a reporter, who saw 


him at the St. Denis Hotel yesterday, the Pres- Har 


ident of the Buffalo Business Men's Associa- 
tion said that a mistaken idea of the big prize 
scheme prevailed. Many thought that Niag- 
ara Falls was the greatest water power that 
must be subdued and made to do the grinding 
and turning of a thousand milistones and fly- 
wheels. 

Ot course, the great cataract’stremendous 
power can be utilized,’’ said Mr. Stefford, 


Buffalo, the waste of power through friction 
and the expensive machinery, would bring the 
amount of capital required to 510, 000, 000. 
The power of Niagara River is running to 
waste at the very doors of Buffalo and we 
want it put to use. Last July, while showing 
the scenery along the lake and river front to a 
friend, I first thought of this prize scheme. 
I was not enough of a practical man then to 
know whether it was possible or not to get at 
the power, but to-day I can bring a thousand 
witnesses to prove that the Niagara current 
ean be turned into channels of trade. And 
not only that, but each witness will swear that 
he and his plan alone are the means by which 
this can be accomplished. 
THE PRIZE. 

Wo offer $100,000 as a prize to the inventors 
of the world forthe discovery and sole right 
to use the best appliance for utilizing the 
water power of Niagara River at or nesr 
Buffalo, so that such power may be made 
practically available for manufacturing pur- 
poses throughout the city. The money has 
béen subscribed by the representative busi- 
ness men of Buffalo. We could not refuse to 
admit outsiders, and in the list are the names 
of Erastus Wiman, Emmett, the actor, and 
Samuel L. Storer of this city. Up to the pres- 
ent time we have not perfected an organiza- 
tion. But Ishall call a meeting of the sub- 
scribers very soon. Ever since our offer of 


this prize was made public through the news- 
papers, we have been overwhelmed with let- 

ters and visitors. Questions, suggestions, 

plans, models, and would-be ‘harness 
makers,’ as we call them, have flooded my 
office, and besides this at least forty practical 
men have located in Buffalo fora week ora 
month to study the river and work out a plan 
that will win the $100,000, Of course, crank 
letters have been numerous, and I am satisfied 
some of the writers are in insane asylums; 
others ought to be. One minister in Texas, 
who used to write me every day, has de- 
veloped symptoms of violence in his episties 
lately, and I believe the thing has unbalanced 
his mind. 

‘*The day before I left for a few days’ re- 
creation in your metropolis a farmer-looking 
man of about 60 took over two hours of m 
afternoon in showing a bulky model that 
can — 2 describe as a large tin cylinder with 
someth ng like a turn-table in the center.’’ 

Have you seen any thing that looks prac- 
ticable?’’ asked the reporter. 
VARIOUS PLANS. 

Hundreds of plans look practicable. to 
me, said Mr. Stafford, but I am not a’ 
mechanic. After our first meeting we shall 
probably appoint a committee of experts, 
who will dratt specifications showing what 
work must be accomplished, and a copy will 
be sent to eve inventor, including the 
‘would-be’s, whose names we have re- 
ceived. It is proposed to erect*a large build- 
ing containing a reservoir and to establish a 
miniature Niagara. Here inventors can bring 
their models, and a perfect test can be made, 
proyided we can get an accurate seale of the 
seven-mile current. Companies to the num- 
ber of walt a dozen have been organized 
in Buffalo to manufacture the various 
devices already believed by those inter- 
ested to be successful ones. There is a 
company in St. Louis with a capitai of 510, 
000,000, another in Oalifornia and a third in 
Milwaukee, the latter with $5,000,000 capital, 
ready to build their harness as soon as it is 
pronounced satisfactory. When all these plans 
are shown in our test building I think we will 
have the most interesting exhibition of motors 
ever seen. Certainly our offer has been a won- 
derful stimulus to inventors, and I am satis- 
fled that the prize will be captured very 
shortly.’’
